Efficiency in Education 


Puente Journal: No system or state organized educa- 


tion can compare' with the schools of California. This is 
the verdict rendered after a week of profitable discussion and 
debate at the state convention of school superintendents 
which has just closed at Pasadena. The last word ini a per- 
fect curriculum for public schools has been established which 
gives our state precedence over any state in the nation. 
Elementary courses have been reduced to the minimum of 
twelve from that of 27. There must be considerable mental 
relief as well as physical rest for the pupil who had to labor 
under difficulties of the old school. These burden bearers 
out of the way and the teachers' increase in salaries, school 
efficiency must be at its best. 


That this was a record for its interest and attendance 


is shown by the fact that more than half of the teachers in 
California schools were there and this same number attended 
summer school this year, that they might improve instruc- 
tion methods. Again, this is a record that cannot be ap- 
proached by any other state. 


The sad aspect of school conditions in generations past 


is fast fading away, and pupils of the modern day are to be, 
congratulated upon his or her opportunity for learning. 
We 


must first dream before every well-done work—first must 
come the vision. This educational vision^vas not a_mirage 
though it has been a long, tedious debate. Making the school- 
room inviting by introducing a more interesting plan of 
study with less labor, certainly must appeal to the student 
and make him a master of his problems with renewed men- 
tal vigor. 


The hope of the nation has brightened since the passing 


of "cramming" days! Well may the student as well as the 
teacher rejoice and be thankful that those old conditions 
have been cleared away, leaving a wide passageway for a 
rich fruition in the advancement of better and more efficient 
education.

Cooperative Trusts 
I 


Occasionally we hear those unacquainted with the agri- 


cultural situation express the fear that the cooperative mar- 
keting organizations will eventually control farm produce 
to such an extent that they can and will dictate prices, there- 
by forcing consumers to pay unreasonable profits on the pro- 
ducts they use. 


Secretary of Commerce Herbert Hoover answers this 


objection to farm cooperatives in the following very apt re- 
marks : 


"I believe it is easily demonstrable that there can be 


no continuous organization of the farmers in the marketing 
of their product which will militate against,public.-interest. 
The reason is simply that if the producer or combination of 
producers of any farm product demands more than his fair 
proportion of the total national income he will at once 
stimulate competition and real overproduction which will 
overwhelm him. Agriculture in this particular differs from 
all other forms of industry in the readiness with which new 
competition may constantly come into the picture. No new 
plant or equipment, no new supply of labor, no new invest- 
ment of capital is necessary in order to turn agriculture from 
producing one commodity to another. In this it differs essen- 
tially from, say, the steel industry, where vast investment 
of capital is necessary to increase production and where in 
consequence competition does not respond quickly to undue 
prices.

combination of the farmer to override the consumer against 
the public interest is to my mind entirely unnecessary and 
not worthy of consideration."

remarks and these organizations are coming to realize the 
importance of refraining from employing trust tactics when 
crop shortages give them control of the market situation
